FEATURES 
A Matter of Life and Death 

"This has nothing to do with justice! This is a court of law." 
Although these are the words of an 18th Century English judge, the 
implications are obviously equally valid to-day. 

In the last edition of the Failt-Ye Times, there was a letter 
published "On Capital Punishment", which strongly advocated the 
abolition of the death penalty in Canada. Since that article was written, 
there has been a two day debate on the subject in the House of Com- 
mons. Section 206 of the Chiminal Code at present provides that an 
accused found guilty of murder shall be sentenced to hang. The cur- 
rent debate is concerned with a bill to amend this section; to abolish 
the death penalty for all crimes except treason. 

Undoubtedly there will be a vote taken on the bill. Predictions 
are that it will be defeated. If this happens, then we, who make the 
laws in this country through our elected representatives, will be re- 
sponsible for what follows — as we are now responsible for what has 
passed. Every time a man dies on the gallows, the onus will be on us 
to justify this act. Can we justify it? This writer is convinced we 
cannot. 

Time and again the argument is raised that execution is the only 
effective deterrent to murder. This argument can and has been answer- 
ed in the Commons. On Feb. 18, it was pointed out by Frank McGee, 
(P.C. York-Scarborough), that up until 1956 some 36 countries had 
abolished capital punishment, and nowhere in tlie statistics or in the 
analysis of the crime rates in these countries has any evidence been 
produced that the number of murders have increased. 

McGee cited New Zealand as one example. From '46-'50 the 
average number of murders per year in that country was 6.7. This was 
a period when capital punishment was abolished. In the years from 
'50-'56, the average number of murders per year was 8.7, when capital 
punishment was again in effect due to a change of government. The 
same trend was noted when capital punishment was suspended in 
England, a few years ago. 

In earlier days in that country public hangings were the order ot 
the day, and among the categories of crime which were punishable by 
hanging was pickpocketing. Reports from those days indicate that 
when pickpockets were publicly hanged and all eyes were riveted on 
the gallows, the victim's colleagues were making hay in the audience. 
Clearly the deterrent aspect was not working, and the public hangings 
were discontinued. 

To say that execution is not a deterrent at all would be absurd. 
Any punishment is a deterrent. But it has been demonstrated to the 
point of moral certainty that a sentence of life imprisonment is 
equally effective. 

As far as the danger to society is concerned, no person convicted 
of murder need be released from a correctional institution so long as 
his retention is essential to the well-being of society and to his re- 
formation. If capital punishment is not the only effective deterrent, 
and if society is not endangered by the criminal's imprisonment, then 
why maintain it unless from a desire for revenge? 

If that is all that is keeping this law on Our Statute books, then 
wc arc indeed a sick society. A statement made by Rabbi Feinberg 
on this subject was' quoted in the Commons. The Rabbi said: "I 
remember the gratification I derived from the hanging of the Nazi 
war criminals. They had steeped their hands in the blood of six mil- 
lion Jews, ... yet I recall my feelings with shame, as unworthy, and 
as more excusable only in degree than the cries of the mob milling 
about the gallows at Cornwall prison recently." 

Instead of breaking a man's neck to pay a debt to a society that 
in most cases has done very little for him, it's about time we placed 
more emphasis on our penal institutions, and took a good long look at 
society's part in the making of criminals.

Continued from page 4 

(3) Purchasing of Awards: 

Awards shall be purchased 
through the Purchasing Commit- 
tee of Macdonald College. 
£. Committees: 
(1) Permanent Committees 
(a) Publicity Committee: 

(i) Meetings: 

The chairman shall call 
meetings previous to the 
fall elections, the spring 
elections, and whenever 
else he deems it neces- 
sary. 

(ii) Members: 

Second Vice-President of 
S.T.S. (Chairman). 
Three representatives from 
Teachers I. 

One representative from 
Teachers 11. 

One representative from 
Teachers III. 
One representative from 
Teachers IV. 

(iii) Duties: 

(a) Shall draw up a letter 
outlining the objects and 
characteristics of the S.T. 
S., and shall hand such 
copy to the Registrar, who 
will send one copy to each 
incoming student teacher. 

(b) Shall be responsible for a 
weekly column in the 
"Failt Ye Times", con- 
cerning S.T.S. activities. 

(c) Shall publicize all S.T.S. 
elections. 

(d) Shall support any student 
teacher running for any 
Students' Council posi- 
tions. 

(e) Shall be responsible for 
announcements at assem- 
blies or other public meet- 
ings. 

(f) Shall be responsible for 
any publicity deemed ne- 
cessary. 

(g) Shall be responsible for 
the S.T.S. booth on Re- 
gistration Day for the pur- 
pose of collecting S.i'.S.

The following is the proposed ST.S. constitution. The 
main features of it are as follows:

(b) graduation banquet committee 

(c) student-staff committee 

(d) an awards system 

4) a quorum has been clearly defined 

5) ST.S. to be run according to "Robert's Rules of

B. Members: 

(1) The Honorary President shall 
be appointed from the staff of 
the Institute of Education by 
the incoming Executive Com- 
mittee not later than October 
31. 

(2) The President shall be the 
nominee securing the greatest 
niunber of votes cast for that 
office. If there are more than 
two (2) nominees to the office 
of President, the two candid- 
ates securing the greatest num- 
ber of votes shall be voted on 
a second time, unless in the 
original vote one nominee se- 
cures more than fifty percent 
(50%) of the total votes cast. 

(3) The Vice-President shall be 
the nominee securing the sec- 
ond highest number of votes 
in the Presidential election. In 
the case of only one nominee 
in tlie Presidential election, a 
separate election shall take 
place, and the Vice-President 
shall be the nominee securing 
the highest number of votes 
cast for that office. 

(4) The Second Vice-President 
shall be nominated from the 
students in the first year of a 
two-year or four-year course 
and be elected by tiie S.T.S. 
The Second Vice-President 
shall be the nominee securing 
the greatest number of votes 
cast for that office. 

(5) The Secretary shall be the 
nominee securing the greatest 
number of yotes cast for that 
office. 

(6) The Treasurer shall be the 
nominee securing the greatest 
number of votes cast for that 
office 

(7) Representatives shall be nom- 
inated from and elected by 
each of the four divisions, ac- 
cording to the respective mem- 
bership of each division, not 
later than the end of the se- 
cond week of October (See 
Art. III. A. No. 2 (a)) 

(8) Campus Organization Repre- 
sentatives shall be elected as 
specified by the constitutions 
of the respective organiza- 
tions. 

C. Time of Elections: 

(1) All nominees must be intro- 
duced to the S.T.S. not later 
than five (5) days following 
the close of nominations (Sec 
Art. IV. A. No. 2). 

(2) Voting shall take place not less 
than five (5) days, not more 
than eight (8) days, following 
the introduction of the no- 
minees. 

ARTICLE V. 
TERM OF OFFICE 
Executive Committee: 

(1) Voting Members: 
(a) The term of office of the Ex- 
ecutive Committee, with the ex- 
ception of the Second Vice- 
President, shall extend from 
the time of elections until the 
completion of Graduation 
Ceremonies. The term of office 
of the Second Vice-President 
shall extend one calendar year 
from the time of his election. 

(2) Non -voting Members: 

(a) Honorary President: 
The term of office of the 
Honorary President shall ex- 
tend one calendar year from 
the time of his appointment. 

(b) Campus Organization

This organization shall be known 
as the Macdonald College Student 
Teachers' Society, hereinafter call- 
ed the S.T.S. 
ARTICLE II. Objecto 

A. To elect an Executive Com- 
mittee which will deal official- 
ly with all matters affecting the 
S.T.S., and which will act as the 
voice of that body. 

B. To elect from its own member- 
ship representatives to other 
campus organizations. 

C. To foster a healthy attitude 
towards the teaching profession, 
and to develop a stronger spirit 
of unity amongst the members 
of the S.T.S. 

D. To develop college spirit by con- 
tributing to and participating 
in campus activities with stu- 
dents from other faculties. 

E. To provide for its members the 
opporttmity of learning and 
practising parliamentary pro- 
cedure. 

ARTICLE III. Members 

A. Executive Committee: 
1. Executive: 

(a) Honorary President (non-

B. General: 

Membership shall consist of all 
student-teachers enrolled in the 
Institute of Education at Macdo- 
nald College. 

ARTICLE IV. ELECTION OF 
EXECUTIVE COMMITTEE 
MEMBERS 
A. General Procedure: 

(1) Executive officers, with the ex- 
ception of the Honorary Pres- 
ident, shall be nominated from 
and elected by secret ballot by 
the S.T.S. 

(2) All nominations shall be writ- 
ten and shall be accompanied 
by the signatures of ten (10) 
members of the S.T.S., plus 
the signature of the nominee. 
Nominations should be sub- 
mitted to the Chief Returning 
Officer not after than two (2) 
weeks following the day of re- 
gistration. 

(3) No person shall sign more than 
one (1) nomination for each 
office. Nol person shall sign 
more than a total of two (2) 
nominations. 

(4) Results of all elections shall be 
publicly displayed to the S.T.S. 
for at least one week. 

(5) In the event of a tie for any 
one of the Executive Officers' 
positions, there shall be a re- 
vote.

(3) Vacancies: 

(a) Members wiio arc absent from 
two consecutive meetings must 
vacate their positions when 
asked to do so by tlie Execut- 
ive Conmiittee. 

(b) Members who choose to re- 
sign must submit a letter t<fthe 
Executive Committee, stating 
the reason (s) for their re- 
signation, and the date of their 
resignation, at least one week 
prior to said resignation. 

(c) Elections for vacated positions 
shall be held within two weeks 
of the vacancy. The Second 
Vice-President shall be Chief 
Returning Officer for these 
elections. In the event that the 
Second Vice-President vacates 
his position, the Executive 
Committee shall appoint a 
Chief Returning Officer. 

ARTICLE VI. DUTIES OF 
MEMBERS 
A. Executive Officers: 
(I) President: 

(a) Shall act as chairman of all 
meetings of the Executive, Ex- 
ecutive Committee, and S.T.S. 
and shall call such meetings to 
order as soon as a quorum is 
present. 

(b; Shall have tliis constitution 
read at the first meeting of the 
Executive Committee, when all 
appointments to said Commit- 
tee have been made. 

(c) Shall conduct the Executive, 
Executive Committee, and S. 
T.S. meetings in accordance 
with tlie constitution of the 
S.T.S. and Robert's Rules of 
Order. 

(d) Shall cause the roll to be 
recorded and minutes to be 
read. 

(e) Shall receive and submit for 
discussion all motions made by 
the members. 

(f) Shall state and put to a vote 
all motions, and shall announce 
the result of the vote. 

(g) Shall present all messages and 
communications, or cause such 
to be done. 

(h) Shall certify by his signature 
to all acts and cheques, orders 
and proceedings of the meet- 
ings. 

(i) Shall act as an ex-officio mem- 
ber of all sub-conmiittees of 
the S.T.S. 

(j) Shall cast the deciding vote in 
the event of a tie during any 
Executive, Executive Commit- 
tee, or S.T.S. meeting. 

(k) Shall call a meeting of the Ex- 
ecutive, Executive Committee, 
or S.T.S. whenever he deems 
it necessary. 

(1) Shall call a meeting of the 
S.T.S. on receipt of a petition 
signed by at least five percent 
(5%. (nearest whole number) 
of the total membership of the 
S.T.S. 

(m) Shall present an annual re- 
port, prepared by the Execu- 
tive, at the last meeting of the 
S.T.S., and shall cause a copy 
of this report to be filed in 
the College Library. 

(n) Shall represent the S.T.S. on 
the Students' Council and shall 
act as Second Vice-President 
on that Council 

(2) Vice-President: 

(a) Shall assume the duties of the 
President during his absence. 

(b) Shall assume all duties and re- 
sponsibilities delegated to him 
by the President. 

(c) Shall be a member of the 
Calendar Correlation Commit- 
tee, which is under the chair- 
manship of the Vice-President 
of the Students' Council. 

(3) Second Vice-President: 

(a) Shall assume the duties of tlic 
Vice-President in his absence. 

(b) Shall act as Chairman of the 



(d) Shall be the Chief Returning 
Officer for elections for vacat- 
ed positions (See Art. V. A. 
No. 3 (a)). 

(e) Shall collect all records of the 
S.T.S. and place the same in 
the S.T.S. files in the Students' 
Council office for the sunnner 
months, and shall collect said 
records in the fall 

(f) Shall be responsible for col- 
lecting S.T.S. fees on Regis- 
tration Day. 

(4) Secretary: 

(a) Shall record and read all min- 
utes of the Executive, Execut- 
ive Committee, and S.T.S. 
meetings. 

(b) Shall give due notice to the 
Executive Conmiittee of the 
time, place, and agenda of each 
meeting. 

(c) Shall keep a copy of this con- 
stitution on file in the Col- 
lege library, in tlie Students' 
Council office, and in the S. 
T.S. files. 

(d) Shall give each member of the 
Executive Committee a copy 
of the S.T.S. constitution at 
the first meeting in the fall. 

(c) Shall record attendance at all 
Executive Committee Meet- 
ings. 

(f) Shall receive and conduct all 
correspondence of the S.T.S. 

(g) Shall maintain the files of the 
S.T.S. 

(h) Shall notify any S.T.S. mem- 
bers of their appointments to 
committees, and shall hand to 
the convener of each commit- 
tee the names of these mem- 
bers composing such commit- 
tee. 

(5) Treasurer: 

(a) Shall procure the financial re- 
cords of tlie S.T.S. from the 
Second Vice-President at the 
beginning of the fall session, 
and shall prepare an account 
of all finances at the end of 
his term of office. 

(b) Shall carry out and record all 
financial transactions as passed 
at the meetings of the Execut- 
ive Committee and S.T.S. 

(c) Shall be prepared to present 
at each meeting of the Execut- 
ive Committee and of tlie 
S.T.S. a statement of the finan- 
cial position of the S.T.S. 

(dj Shall receive all monies of the 
S.T.S. and deposit same ac- 
cording to the decisions of the 
Executive Committee. 

(e) Shall issue and sign all cheques 
for payment of authorized ex- 
penditures. 

(f) Shall estabhsh a Treasurer's 
Petty Cash Fund, on the im- 
prest system. 

B. Representatives: 

(1) Shall represent their respective 
divisions on the Executive 
Committee. 

(2) Shall inform their respective 
divisions of the policies of the 
S.T.S. whenever deemed neces- 
sary. 

C. Campus Organization 
Representatives : 

(1) Shall represent the S.T.S. on 
their respective organizations. 

(2) Shall present reports of the 
plans and activities of their 
respective organizations to the 
Executive Committee of the 
S.T.S. when requested to do 
so by said Committee. 

ARTICLE VII. MEETINGS 

A. Executive Committee: 

(1) The Executive Committee 
shall meet at least twice a 
month during the college term. 

(2) A* Quorum shall consist of 
two- thirds (2/3) of the voting 
members of the Executive 
Committee. 

B. Student Teachers' Society: 
(1) Shall be called whenever deem- 
ed necessary by the President.

ARTICLE VIII. 
AMENDMENTS TO THE 
CONSTITUTION 

A. An amendment to the S.T.S. 
Constitution may be proposed 
by any member of the S.T.S. 
Notice of such amendment shall 
be given at a meeting of the 
Executive Committee and must 
be passed by a two-thirds (2/3) 
majority of said committee. 

B. Notice of any proposed amend- 
ment to this constitution shall 
be presented at a meeting of 
the S.T.S. at least five (5) days 
prior to the date of voting on 
such an amendment. 

C. Voting on amendments to this 
constitution shall be by a re- 
ferendum vote and shall be pass- 
ed by a two-thirds (2/3) ma- 
jority of the votes cast. 

D. Amendments shall be placed 
immediately in all copies of the 
S.T.S. Constitution. 

ARTICLE IX. 
BY LAWS OF ORGANIZATION 

A. General: 

(1) Vacancies: 

Vacancies caused by absentees 
or resignations shall be filled 
according to the constitution. 

(2) The Right of Recourse: 

(a) Any member of the S.T.S. 
shall have the right to file 
with the Secretary of the 
S.T.S., any request or 
recommendation relative to 
the S.T.S. 

(b) Such request or recom- 
mendation shall be in writ- 
ing. 

(c) In special cases, such a 
member may address the 
Executive Committee, but 
must retire before a vote 
is taken. 

B. Fees: 

A fee of one dollar ($1.00) shall 
be paid by every student teacher 
at Macdonald College. This fee 
shall be collccled on Registration 
Day. It is the responsibility of the 
Second Vice-President to see that 
this is carried out. 

C. Representatives: 

(See Art. Ill— Members) 

(1) Shall be other persons appoint- 
ed at the discretion of the Ex- 
ecutive Committee. 

(2) Chief Returning Officer (See 
Art. VI. A. No. 3 (c)). 

D. Awards: 

(1) Eligibility: 

Only those student teachers in 
their last year at Macdonald 
College are eligible for an 
award. First year students of 
a two-year course may be nom- 
inated, and their names put on 
record so that they will re- 
ceive automatic consideration 
the following year. 

(2) Selection of Award Winners: 

(a) Candidates for awards shall be 
nominated at the meeting of 
the Executive Committee clos- 
est to the fifteenth 15th) day 
of March. 

(b) Nominations shall be consi- 
dered for a period of one (1) 
week. 

(c) Voting shall take place one (1) 
week following nominations, at 
which time the members of the 
Executive Committee will in- 
dicate, for each candidate, 
whether he or she should 
receive a Gold, Silver, or 
Bronze Award. 

(d) These votes shall be totalled, 
giving five (5) points for indi- 
cation of a Gold, three (3) 
points for indication of a Sil- 
ver, and one (1) point for in- 
dication of a Bronze Award. 

(e*) A committee, consisting of one 
(1) representative from each 
of the respective divisions (not 
on the Executive Committee, 
nor one of the candidates), 
shall decide what total points 
are required for each award. 
These representatives shall be 
appointed by the Executive 
Committee. Standards should 
be high in order to preserve 
' the value of these awards.
